deed, no such declaration by Congress 
was necessary. I should hope, save 
to dispel the suspicions and discon- 
tent of other nations, 
whose own 


careers might lead them to think 
that the ulterior object of this war 
must be the increase of territorial 
dominion; for Congress and the peo- 
ple of the United States perfectly un- 
derstood that an essential element in 
the nature of a republic is that all its 
citizens shall have a voice iu its gov- 
ernment. But whether integral and 
equal political parts of our republic 
or not, the possession of distinct ter- 
ritory continually involves, as all na- 
tions have found, the maintenance^of 
great standing armies and navies, 
with the enormous expenses and other 
evils attending their existence. 
The 


termination of war must of course be 
followed by indemnity to the victor, 
but the victor should be careful to 
see that the supposed indemnity does 
not prove an injury rather than a 
satisfaction. 


"The concluding words embody a 


weighty idea. It is possible for us to 
exact an indemnity that may prove 
the greatest curse to American insti- 
tutions our history has disclosed. In

Washington, July 8.—A council of 


war was called by President McKinley 
to meet at tne White house, the pur- 
pose being to review the situation and 
learn exactly what the present con- 
ditions are and what changes, if any, 
should he made in the plans for the 
future conduct of the war.

present it was decided to ahide hy the 
plans already laid, at least as to the 
general conduct of the campaign. 


Confirmation seemed to have been 


given to this statement later in the 
day, 
for, after a conference with the 


members of the war hoard, Secretary 
Long announced to the waiting news- 
paper men that he had ordered Admi- 
ral Sampson to detach from his com- 
mand 
immediately the 
vessels em- 


braced in Commodore Watson's eastern 
squadron and to direct the commodore 
to proceed on his mission. 


The vessels o£ the squadron will not 


he the same as those originally select- 
ed, for the reason probably that the 
recent engagement with ' Cervera's 
squadron necessitated some changes. 


The new eastern squadron will con- 


sist of the battleshipslowa and Oregon, 
the protected cruiser Newark, and the 
auxiliarycruisers(carrying sidearmor) 
Dixie, Yankee and Yosemite, the col- 
liers Averenda, Cassius, Caesar, Leoni- 
das and Justin, and the supply boat 
Delmonico. 


The ships are to set sail as soon as 


they can coal and supply. They will 
not be required, in the case of the 
southern vessels, to come north, which 
would mean the loss of several days, 
but will start directly from the points 
where they are now located. 


To u Muriuu Kemlezvou.s. 


The order provides that each ship 


shall make her way across the Atlantic 
to a marine rendezvous, which will he 
designated in sealed orders to prevent 
Its exposure to the slightest possible 
danger from the enemy, and the most 
that is known is that it will be at some 
point off the Spanish coast.

Major General Nelson A. Miles, com- 


manding the army, accompanied by 
the entire staff of army headquarters, 
left for Charleston, S. C., where the 
party will embark for Santiago. 


At the same time Lieutenant Colonel 


Michler and a large staff 
of 
head- 


quarters' clerks who have 
been in 


Tampa will come north to Charleston 
and join the party. 


Miles Going to Cuba. 


The start will be mode from Charles- 


ton on the first steamer after the gen- 
eral and his staff arrive. 
This may 


be either the Yale or Columbia, which 
are taking on troops there. 


If the troops are ready to start be- 


fore the party arrive they will go on 
and the general 
will 
follow on the 


Resolute or one of the other steamers 
to sail under the Yale and Columbia. 
It is expected that the party will be at 
Santiago the early part of next week. 


On the eve of his departure General 


Miles expressed satisfaction on start- 
ing to join the troops. He spoke of the 
sacrifices and 
hardships they 
had 


passed through recently, and of those 
yet to come. It has operated severely 
against the general officers, and Gen- 
eral Miles feels that he, too, is not en- 
tirely invulnerable in a country of heat, 
swamp and disease. 
But he has a 


strong physique, his muscles are as 
hard as iron, and he goes expecting to 
stand a. i.aod deal of knock-about ser- 
vice. 


General Miles himself has no other 


purpose in going to Santiago than to 
look over the military situation and 
to strengthen the hand 
of 
Shafter. 


There is no intention on his part to 
take In any manner from the glory 
that Shafter has won or may win in 
this campaign. He will not relieve 
General Shafter of his command unless 
the latter's physical condition is such 
as to demand some such action. 


The war department admitted for 


the first time that two expeditions, one 
on the Florida and another on the 
Fanita had successfully proceeded from 
Florida ports to points in central and 
western Cubn, where large quantities 
of arms and supplies were landed for 
General Go"iez's command. 


This is the first time that arms have 


got to Gomez and his men in the west- 
ern sections, as the first 
expedition 


equipped Garcia and his men around 
Santiago. 


The Florida and Fanita left sometime 


ago, but their movements were guarded 
with the greatest care in order that 
a premature publication 
might not 


jeopardize the safety of those on board 
as well as the delivery of the guns. 


The time of danger is now past, how- 


ever, and the fiiil stock of guns, am- 
munition and supplies is in the hands 
of General Gomez's troops.

The state of Texas has 
gone to Port Antonio for ice to save 
her meat, will return tomorrow. Are 
sending supplies to refugees, all we 
can from both camps, by army wagons 
and pack mules. 


"It is nearly impossible to land sup- 


plies—high tides, no docks, surf ter- 
rific; our ship yawls cannot stand in 
the surf. Have mended one old broken 
flalboat, which our men drag ashore in 
the surf, waist deep. No transporta- 
tion. Horses and packers' tent would 
be helpful. 


"Wounded men taken from our oper- 


ating tables are laid on ground, often 
without blankets or shelter from rain 
or F.un. 
As others die their clothing 


is taken to put on the naked, to get 
them down to Siboney, ten miles, over 
roads that upset army wagons. 


"Mrs. Gardner, myself 
and 
whole 


working force of the Red Cross at the 
front are in direct range of the sharp- 
shooters. 
Lesser and the nurses are 


during splendid work at Siboney. The 
men are as brave as lions. 
Shafter 


is acting wisely and humanely, doin 
all he can. We return to the front at 
once.
